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The Interview 


Rights on Arrest 


The following piece is based partly on the London Anarchist Black Cross’s 
new improved Defendants Guide to Arrest, available free from London 
ABC, do 121 Railton Rd., London, SE24 OLR (enclose s.a.e.) and mainly 
on personal experience of the author and friends. * 

You have been arrested 

You have to be taken to a designated police station to be ‘processed’. If you 
are de-arrested after a time and dumped somewhere, as has happened to some 
hunt sabs, you may have a claim for false imprisonment. Once at the station, 
you should be handed into the ‘care’ of the custody officer - he/she should not 
be concerned with investigating your alleged offence, but they will decide 
whether there is enough evidence to charge you, report you for summons or 
release you. 

You have to give your name, address and possibly date of birth (depending on 
who you talk to, some people say you don’t have to give it if you’re over 21 - 
take advice). Make sure the name and address you give are verifiable and 
agree with any i.d. you are carrying. The police normally 
check the electoral role to see if you’re on it. If you’re 
not on the role or if they are suspicious they will 
ring up or send a car round to check up - You need 
someone there to say “Yes Fred Bloggs lives 
here”. But be careful, if you are nicked for 
something like shoplifting or ALF/ 
monkeywrenching activities, they will want to 
search Fred’s room. Remember, you only 
have to give a name you are known by to 
the police. (Warning. On many protests 
nowadays, there will be private security 
firms, like Brays Security, compiling files 
on protesters; the police will give your 
name to these firms and have also been 
known to pass on hunt sabs details to 
hunts.) If you are already on the police 
national computer records, or are carrying 
i.d. in the name you have given, they will 
often leave it at that. If the police don't trust 
the name and address you've given them, 
they will hold you under section 25 of the police and criminal evidence act 
until they are satisfied. If you attend a police station to enquire after a mate 
who has been nicked, remember that they may be using a false name and so 
don’t drop them in it and don’t answer any questions. If you are charged or 
they also have the right to take your fingerprints although it’s worth kicking up 
a fuss as they sometimes back down. They have the right to take your photo 
although they cannot legally pose you for it - put your hands up, head down 
etc. They often try to surprise you by taking your photo as they open the cell 
door or even as you’re walking out the station - be aware. Under the CJA, the 
police now have the right to take non-intimate body samples (mouth swabs 
etc.) for their DNA database. 

The custody officer will make a record of your personal property, some of 
which may be retained. You should be allowed to keep personal effects and 
have writing material, but often this is refused. You will be asked to sign that 
the list of your property is correct - sign under the last item listed, so the police 
cannot add anything else afterwards. This also lets them know that you know 
your rights which is often more than they do. Keep your wits about you, 
remember what is done and said to you. The police often have as little respect 
for the law as you do. Once they have indulged their power trip, you can often 
sue them for wrongful arrest and false imprisonment (a tactic used very 
successfully by many hunt sabs). You should also be asked at this time if you 
wish to have someone informed of your arrest and if you wish to consult a 
solicitor. You should ring your solicitor, if you have one. If you don’t, you can 
use the duty solicitor, but be very wary of these as they can be working with the 
police - tell them as little as possible. You will then be placed in a cell. Use 
this time to collect your thoughts before the interview. Being in custody 
especially for the first time can be veiy intimidating. Just keep calm and cool, 
you are on their home ground. If you are vegan/veggie insist on your diet, they 
are obliged to feed you if you are in for any length of time. It is sometimes 
possible to take food in the station for prisoners. If you’re arrested on a demo, 
hunt sab etc. there will often be someone outside waiting for you - whatever 
the coppers say. 


An interview is the police questioning you about the offences they want to charge 
you with. The interview will usually take place in an interview room in the police 
station and be recorded. They will tell you that they just want your side of the 
story to sort things out - this is bollocks. An interview is only of benefit to the 
police. They are not interested in the truth, they want evidence to convict you. 

As from April 10th 1995, the CJA removed the traditional right to silence. Howevei 
it is important to remember that the police cannot force you to answer questions 
whatever they say. Section 34 of the CJA talks of the failure to mention any faci 
that is later used as an element of you defence. That is that the fact that you didn’t 
mention these facts to the police can be pointed out in court and inferences drawn 
You cannot be convicted on the basis of your silence alone. The general consensus 
seems to be that the best course of action is still to answer “No Comment” to all 
police questions and refuse to be interviewed without your solicitor being present. 
The London based Legal Defence and Monitoring Group have suggested the 
following response to police questioning (if you can remember all this) ‘7 have 
been advised 1 should answer no questions. It is not right that I should have to 
give a complete case for myself until the charges have been made and properly 
explained and until there are other people around to check the questions put to 
me are fair and legal I will say nothing until I am advised to do so by a fully 
qualified legal adviser” 

One other way round it being considered by the legal profession is to 
listen to the police questions answering “No Comment” to each one. 
This will give you a good idea of the police case, as they often read witness 
statements to you and ask you to comment. Then after consulting a solicitor 
you can definitely trust, you can decide to make a written voluntary 
statement mentioning in the barest detail any fact which you will use in 
your defence and then refuse to be questioned on that statement. Under 
the CJA they should not be able to point this out in court although this has 
yet to be tested in law. Do not take this course of action without consulting 
your solicitor. Remember: Unless advised otherwise by someone you can 
trust, answer all police questions “No Comment”. If you are to be 
interviewed it shows that you are in a good position and they need more 
evidence. Do not be tricked or intimidated by the police, they are lying, 
evil bastards who will tell you anything to get you to talk. “No Comment 
down the line. You might get out quicker by talking, but what’s a couple 
of extra hours in the cell compared to months or years inside. If you are 
nicked on very serious charges, or for serious violence to a police officer, 
the cops may rough you up, or use serious violence and torture to get a 
confession (true or false) out of you. If this happens, obviously it’s your 
choice to speak rather than face serious injury, but remember, what you 
say could land you inside for a long time, even if it’s not true. Don’t rely on 
retracting a confession in court. If you are mistreated, see a doctor immediately 
on release. Get a written report of all bruising and marking. Remember police 
names and numbers. 

After 6 hours in detention an officer of inspector or above must review your 
detention and decide whether it is ‘proper’. Thereafter your detention must be 
reviewed at nine hour intervals. After 24 hours review must by the station 
superintendent, who can then authorise a further 12 hours only in the case of a 
serious arrestable offence (murder, rape, etc.), after which review must be by 
magistrates. If you are charged in this time the police may bail you to appear in 
court at a given date, or detain you until the next available sitting of the magistrates 
court (bit of a pain over a bank holiday weekend). If you have no fixed abode 
(N.F.A.), they will almost certainly keep you in, so it’s worth sorting out a verifiable 
address. 

The police may offer to release you if you sign a caution. This is basically you 
admitting to your ‘crime’ but no charges will be pressed - basically a telling off. 
What it really means is that they haven’t got enough evidence to charge you and 
they want you to sign away any right to sue them once you’re released. 

As soon as you have been released, write down all you can remember about your 
arrest and the events leading up to it and contact potential witnesses and get them 
to do the same. 

If charges are dropped or you win in court, consult a solicitor about suing the 
police this can net you quite a bit of cash (several hundred quid for each hour in 
custody) and will make the bastards think twice next time.

The Ragged Trousered 
Philanthropists 


The following is an extract from the book The Ragged Trousered Philanthropists 
written by Robert Tressell, concerning the lives of a group of labourers in the 
year 1906. It is claimed that this book won the 1945 election for Labour, well it 
wouldn't do that now. 


‘Money is the real cause of poverty,” said Owen. 
‘Prove it,” repeated Crass. 

‘Money is the cause of poverty because it is the 
device by which those who are too lazy to work 
ire enabled to rob the workers of the fruits of their 
labour.” 

‘Prove it,” said Crass. 

Owen slowly folded up the piece of newspaper he 
had been reading and put it into his pocket. 

“All right,” he replied. ‘Til show you how the Great 
Money trick is worked.” 

Owen opened his dinner basket and took from it 
two slices of bread, but as these were not sufficient, 
he requested that anyone who had some bread left 
should give it to him. They gave him several pieces, 
which he placed in a heap on a clean piece of paper, 
and, having borrowed the pocket knives they used 
to cut and eat their dinners with from Easton, 
Harlow and Philpot, he addressed them as follows: 
“These pieces of bread represent the raw materials 
which exist naturally in and on the earth for the use 
of mankind; they were not made by any human 
being, but were created for the benefit and 
sustenance of all, the same as were the air and the 
light of the sun.” 

“Now,” continued Owen, “I am a capitalist; or 
rather I represent the landlord and the capitalist 
class. That is to say, all these raw materials belong 
to me. It does not matter for our present argument 
how I obtained possession of them; the only thing 
that matters now is the admitted fact that all the 
raw materials which are necessary for the 
production of the necessaries of life are now the 
property of the landlord and capitalist class. I am 
that class: all these raw materials belong to me,” 
“Now you three represent the working class. You 
have nothing, and for my part, although I have these 
raw materials, they are of no use to me. What I 
need is the things that can be made out of these 
raw materials by work: but I am too lazy to work 
for me. But first I must explain that I possess 
something else besides the raw materials. These 
three knives represent all the machinery of 
production; the factories, tools railways and so 
forth, without which, the necessaries of life cannot 
be produced in abundance. And these three coins” 

- taking three half pennies from his pocket - 
“represent my money, capital.” 

“But before we go any further,” said Owen, 
interrupting himself, “it is important that you 
remember that I am not supposed to be merely a 
capitalist I represent the whole capitalist class. 
You are not supposed to be just three workers, you 
represent the whole working class.” 

Owen proceeded to cut up one of the slices of bread 
into a number of little square blocks. 

“These represent the things which are produced by 
labour, aided by machinery, from the raw materials. 
We will suppose that three of these blocks represent 
a week’s work. We will suppose that a week’s 
work is worth one pound.” 

Owen now addressed himself to the working classes 
as represented by Philpot, Harlow and Easton. 
“You say that you are all in need of employment, 
and as I am the kind-hearted capitalist class I am 
going to invest all my money in various industries 
so as to give you plenty of work. I shall pay each 
of you one pound per week, and a week’s work is 


that you must each produce three of these square 
blocks. For doing this work, you will each receive 
your wages; the money will be your own, to do as 
you like with, and the things you produce will of 
course be mine, to do as I like with. You will each 
take one of these machines and as soon as you have 
done a week’s work, you shall have your money.” 
The working classes accordingly set to work, and 
the capitalist class sat down and watched them. As 
soon as they had finished, they handed the nine little 
blocks to Owen, who placed them on a piece of 
paper by his side and paid the workers their wages. 
“These blocks represent the necessaries of life. You 
can’t live without some of these things, but as they 
belong to me, you will have to buy them from me: 
my price for these blocks, is one pound each.” 

As the working classes were in need of necessaries 
of life and as they could not eat, drink or wear the 
useless money, they were compelled to agree to 
the kind capitalist’s terms. They each bought back, 
and at once consumed, one-third of the produce of 
their labour. The capitalist class also devoured two 
of the square blocks, and so the net result of the 
week’s work was that the kind capitalist had 
consumed two pounds worth of the things produced 
by the labour of the others, and reckoning the 
squares at their market value of one pound each, 
he had more than doubled his capital, for he still 
possessed the three pounds in money and in addition 
four pounds worth of goods. As for the working 
classes, Philpot, Harlow and Easton, having each 
consumed the pound’s worth of necessaries they 
had bought with their wages, they were again in 
precisely the same condition as when they had 
started work - they had nothing. 

The process was repeated several times: for each 
week’s work the producers were paid their wages. 
They kept on working and spending all their 
earnings. The kind hearted capitalist consumed 
twice as much as any one of them and his pool of 
wealth continually increased. In a little while, 
reckoning the little squares at their market value of 
one pound each, he was worth about one hundred 
pounds, and the working classes were still in the 
same condition as when they began, and were still 
tearing into their work as if their lives depended on 
it. 

After a while the rest of the crowd began to laugh, 
and their merriment increased when the kind- 
hearted capitalist, just after having sold a week’s 
worth of necessaries to each of his workers, 
suddenly took their tools, the machinery of 
production, the knives away from them, and 
informed them that as owing to over production 
all his storehouses were glutted with the necessaries 
of life, he had decided to close down the works. 
“Well, and wot the bloody ‘ell are we to do now?” 
demanded Philpot. 

“That’s not my business,” replied the kind-hearted 
capitalist “I’ve paid your wages, and provided 
you with plenty of work for a long time past. I 
have no more work for you to do at present. Come 
round again in a few months’ time and I’ll see what 
I can do for you.” 

“But what about the necessaries of life?” Demanded 
Harlow. 

“We must have something to eat.” 

“Of course you must,” replied the capitalist affably; 


“and I shall be very pleased to sell you some.” 
“But we ain’t got no bloody money!” 

“Well you can’t expect me to give you my goods 
for nothing! You didn’t work for me for nothing, 
you know. I paid you for your work and you should 
have saved something: you should have been thrifty 
like me. Look how I have got on by being thrifty!” 
The unemployed looked blankly at each other, but 
the rest of the crowd only laughed; and then the 
three unemployed began to abuse the kind-hearted 
capitalist, demanding that he should give them some 
of the necessaries of life that he had piled up in his 
warehouses, or be allowed to work and produce 
some more for their own needs: and even threatened 
to take some of the things by force if he did not 
comply with their demands. But the kind-hearted 
capitalist told them not to be insolent, and spoke 
to them about honesty, and said if they were not 
careful he would have their faces battered in for 
them by the police, or if necessary he would call 
out the military and have them shot down like dogs, 
the same as he had done before at Featherstone 
and Belfast.

I.W.W. Then and Now 


At the turn of the century the United States was emerging as a new power in world 
politics. The influx of immigration from Europe and the rest of the world led to a 
rapidly increasing population and industrial growth was beginning to outstrip that 
of the established European powers. 

The existing trade unions, based in particular crafts, had no room for the new 
immigrants or black workers who had gradually been drifting away from the 
southern states, looking for work in the emeiging industries. 

The Industrial Workers of the World (Wobblies) were set up by militant workers 
determined to organise the working class into ‘One Big Union’ rejecting the racism 
and timidity of the existing movement. 

The prime concern of the delegates at the first congress in 1905 were rooted in the 
realities of everyday life. The surplus of labour forced workers to drift from one 
job to another, virtually defenceless before the whims of their employers. Where 
employment was found, they often had to suffer subsistence level wages and 
conditions that were ruinous to their health. 

The idea of ‘One Big Union’, for all people who sell their labour to survive, across 
national boundaries is the guiding principle under which the Wobblies have always 
oiganised. The use of direct action won huge gains for workers in the period 
before the entry of the USA into the first world war, the greatest triumph being the 
victorious textile strikes of 1912. 

The employers resisted the Wobblies with baton chaiges and bullets and in almost 
every strike, workers were murdered by the ‘Pinkerton’ squads of hired thugs. 
The growth of Wobblies was ended abruptly by the largest federal and state 
operation to smash an organisation ever seen in the USA. 

Thirty five years before McCarthyism, Wobblies were persecuted for their ‘Un- 
Americanism’. Government infiltration and the manipulation of the Communist 
Party led to schism and decline. There were a number of successful campaigns in 
the 1930s but after the second world war, the I.W.W. ceased to have any real 
influence in the U.S. trades union movement. 

The democratic and anti-authoritarian nature of Wobblie unionism was its strength. 
Members were able to learn for themselves and their fellows the tactics to fight the 
employers, without self-serving elected officials or party bosses dictating policy to 
the membership. 

The collapse of authoritarian ‘communism’ and the undeniable failure of capitalism 
to provide for the needs of any but the tiny few, has led to renewed interest in 
libertarian and anarchist unionism. In the last few years, the I.W.W. has begun to 
re-emerge. 

Today the I.W.W. is oiganising under the same principles, particularly aiming their 
activities at workers in industries where there is no union recognition and conditions 
are particularly bad. In September 1994 in New York, 600 motor cycle couriers 
formed a local section of the I.W.W.. The venture has since spread to Washington, 
Cleveland, Los Angeles and London. 

Spreading information on sharp company practices and successful actions taken 
for better wages and conditions, has boosted the couriers section to well over a 
thousand members in the USA, Canada and Britain. In France, Anarcho- 
Syndicalists have forced union recognition and doubled the wages of McDonalds 
workers, proving that workers can take on and beat even the largest international 
corporations. 

Speaking in 1985, I.W.W. veteran Jack Miller commenting on the unchanging task 
of working people said: 

Unless working people take hold , our species will pass out in atomic holocaust, 
or we will starve, or smother to death in air unfit to breathe ..

McLibel Update 


For those who aspire to avoid using cliched speech, how about replacing the 
old maxim “how long’s a piece of string?” with “how long’s a court case 
against an American fast food giant?”. 

Now the lengthiest civil libel action in British history, the incongruous trial 
between the McDonalds corporation and Helen Steel and Dave Morris of 
London Greeenpeace looks set to toil on until this summer at least, having 
reached its first anniversary in November.. 

Ever since Justice Bell, presiding over the case, swallowed the claim of 
prosecuting QC Richard Rampton, that the evidence would be too complex 
for a jury to grasp, the dice have seemed loaded against the defendants. Yet 
these issues of unfathomable complexity have been reported in journals the 
world over, including the British tabloid press - not renowned for overloading 
their readers’ logic capacities. 

Rampton himself, whose original estimate for the trials duration was seven 
weeks, constantly employs phrases like “as we can all clearly follow” when 
cross-examining. 

Having lost the public relations battle from the outset, McDonalds have recendy 
had to sit in sufferance as a procession of their former employees and store 
manager have queued up to pour derision on the company’s work practices 
and health ethics. Rampton, unable to cower these witnesses, who have come 
forward freely with nothing to gain, has launched a series of futile character 
attacks aimed at ‘proving’ that each one left the company under a cloud. Scant 
return really for his fee of £2000 a day. 

Whenever the defendants appear to be making significant headway on a point, 
McDonalds are granted leave to recall half a dozen of their own fully briefed 
partisan witnesses. Added to these unwarranted delays, comes the rank 
coarseness that wafts from McDonalds side of the courtroom and endless 
wearing pauses as the judge scrolls back up his transcript screen to catch the 
bits he missed whilst stargazing. If this really is “the best free entertainment in 
London” as Auberon Waugh wrote, then the city buskers need to sharpen up 
their act. 

And yet Waugh has a point, in that it’s worth an hour of anyone’s time to see 
how Steel and Morris, dressed in unconventional legal garb - Morris often 
howlingly so - are responding to the challenge of a lifetime.

Annesley Road Action 



The A608 passes through a very beautiful and historic part of Nottinghamshire, linking junction 27 of the Ml and the main Mansfield - Hucknall road. To the 
south of this road lies Annesley Park with its historic hall and church, both Grade 2 listed buildings. Having literary links with Byron and D.H. Lawrence, this 
area is recognised by English Heritage and the Garden Society as being of national importance. To the north, a large area of previously virgin countryside, criss¬ 
crossed by countless footpaths well used by local people has been purchased by Kodak Ltd because of ‘unique pollution free environment’. Kodak have now 
turned this area into something resembling a First World War battlefield in their quest to create a massive industrial zone. 

Despite overwhelming public opposition. Notts. County Council have now given the go ahead to upgrade the A608, calling it the ‘Gateway to West Notts.’ 
because of its strategic link to another large industrial zone planned to the south of Mansfield. Standing in the way of this upgrade is an area of ancient woodland 
and a unique Ice House used in bygone days as a food storage house by Annesley Hall. 25% of the woodland would be trashed and the Ice House is supposedly 
to be ‘moved’. The trees, many of which date back to when the A608 was a packhorse route, are also unique to the area. The destruction of this the main haven 
of natural beauty in the Ashfield district is a cynical attempt to open up more green belt land for industrial development. We believe a stand must be made against 
this vandalism and rape of our heritage. Local public opinion is overwhelmingly against this project and the council have only £3.5 million to carry this project 
through. Newbury is an inspiration to us, but we need support. 

Ashfield Against Road Development 

Stop Press: Work was stopped on Sat 21 Jan. at the Annesley site, by 40 activists in the first direct action. Subcontractors are currently putting in bids to build 
the road, continued action at this vital stage will make them think twice about getting their fingers burnt. Keep an eye out and your ear to the ground for further 
actions. Since this was written, work has been continually disrupted for a month, with several arrests, but with the ancient woodland having been felled. Actions 
continue, phone 01623 756426 for details. 



Third Battle of Newbury 


It looks like Twyford Down and it sounds like it too. Yellow-coated security 
troops looming out of the 8a.m. forest mist, the creak of timber, the cries of 
panic, screams of abuse and protest, all topped off with the sickening growl of 
chainsaws in the gorge. 

Thus, the front lines and daggers are drawn at Newbury and another road to 
ruin commences, albeit at such a slow crawl that even after the first week you 
could sense the alarm building in several teak lined boardrooms. 

This alarm became palpable on the first Friday morning, when a protest that 
had “bordered on illegality” to quote Thames Valley police, suddenly crossed 
the legal threshold and burst open the Criminal Justice Act floodgates. Section 
68 was invoked, and now it’s aggravated trespass all round. However if legal 
aid can be acquired for representation then this always tenuous loophole may 
be ripe for exploitation . Certainly the current 
occupiers of the land are the sub-contractors, but 
that's a mighty margin from actual land ownership. 

The land in question straddles the Berkshire/ 

Hampshire border a few miles south and west of 
Newbury town centre. Along the proposed bypass 
route, a number of camps have grown. Some like ^ 
the impressive Visitors Transit Camp, are official 
and environmental health approved. Some, like one 
just north of Tot Hill are forged of more spontaneous 
stuff. Here, a small group of insurgents have 
invoked a 1976 Land Act and laid claim to a small 
section of path for themselves. Police attempting 
to escort a fresh batch of prisoners through this 
clearing, turned away in confusion and took another route. Prisoners?, pilgrims 
more fairly, for most of the campers have gathered from far and wide bringing 
an armful of essentials and a gutload of grit and defiance. Jack Kerouac, who 
once prophesied a revolutionary “rucksack generation”, must be chortling 
smugly in whisky heaven. 

Humour is less evident in Newbury itself. Walking through the town in combat 
jacket, smoky sweater and black boots, you fell conspicuous to say the least. 
Eyes are averted and the residents seem either ashamed of their own inaction 
or just wish the bypass would appear in a blinding flash and be done with. 
Certainly the traffic congestion, not helped by the routine line of singly occupied 
cars, seems scarcely worse than any other English town and sheer paradise 
compared to any city centre of major stature. 

Yet with the Department of Transport’s own consultants describing the scheme 
as an “environmental disaster” and genuine proposals having been proposed 
for over two decades, it’s hard to take seriously the claim that local support 
for the road is unanimous. 

If young children, predominantly influenced by parental opinion, are any 
yardstick, then things are not quite what the town’s vested interest lobby would 
have us believe. A Newbury junior school teacher I spoke to, took a poll 
among her class of 9 year olds; they voted 19-5 against the bypass construction.

If you are unable to get involved personally at Newbury, but you have any 
climbing equipment, rope, tarpaulins, tools, screws, nails, bolts, cooking 
equipment, money etc., then contact the Rainbow Centre as above. 

According to Construction News, the six big companies, including Tarmac, 
Costain and Mowlem, who are putting together bids for the contract to 
construct the Newbury bypass (The present work is merely the clearance work 
by Blackwells) are having to inflate their bids dramatically to account for added 
security costs on top of those already accounted for. They are also having 
difficulty in finding sub-contractors willing to carry out the work. Maybe the 
subbies are finding it hard to afford the insurance premiums in the light of the 
amount of night-time breakdowns associated with equipment involved in road 
construction or maybe they’ve got a conscience! 

The local police forces have appealed to the Home Office for a special grant to 
fund the massive police operation to force the clearance work at a mere snail’s 
pace. The Old Bill are rapidly going broke as the government told them that 
the work would not begin in this financial year. After making over 350 arrests 
under the CJA in attempt to stop the protests they are now setting ludacrist 
bail conditions. If you get nicked down there Tim Walker a local solicator is 
keen to hear from yo i and avaliable for advise on 01246 559065. 

On 26/1/96 the High Court in London granted permission for the eviction of 
some of the 12+ camps on the route. These evictions are imminent and may 
have been attempted by the time you read this. NottFIN. 

STOP PRESS The authorities attempted to carry out evictions on Tuesday 
20 Feb but due to a mass break down of all their motor vehicles (and strangely 
enough the JCB's and cherry pickers) the whole thing had to be called off. 


Forward 'Intelligence 1 Unit 


Since the Oct 94 Hyde Park demo the police have set up a ’’Forward 
Intelligence Unit." This 12 strong team can now be seen on every sizeable 
action around the country. They aim to build a "rapport with ’key' activists 
so that people likely to provoke disorder can be identified early in an 
event". The aim of this is to split the direct action movement from within. 
They are relying on people talking to them or simply grassing other activists 
up. 

Don’t get paranoid but get sensible - don't talk to cops, don't take pictures 
without asking first and if your arrested on any action say 'no comment!' 







JSA - No Way 


Unemployment Benefit and Income Support are due to be replaced in 
October '96 with the Job Seekers Allowance (JSA). It will be harder to 
get this benefit and those under 25 will lose £10 a week. Under JSA the 
government estimates that at least 90,000 claimants will lose their benefit. 
This will save the government £200 million a year. Put more bluntly, loads 
of us will lose our dole to pay for tax cuts at the general election. 

Claimants will have to sign a contract setting out the steps they intend to 
take to find work. The employment service will be reformed into "back to 
work teams" to match (harass) claimants with lobs every time they sign 
on. This will be known as active signing. It will be used to disqualify us 
from benefit. Refuse some low paid, unsuitable, dangerous job and you 
will lose all your benefits for two weeks, then a further four weeks. 

The Employment Service will have powers to order claimants to take 
specific action to make themselves more employable. This will include 
attending courses, so called training or workfare schemes, or directing 
claimants to have a haircut or wear certain clothes to make themselves 
more presentable to employers. Fail to do this and again your benefit 
could be stopped. Under Income Support, you had to be willing to work 
for at least 24 hours each week. Under JSA, this will increase to 40 hours. 

At present if you leave your job or are sacked, you may get your benefits 
cut by 40% for 26 weeks. Under the JSA you will get nothing for 26 
weeks, thus forcing people to stay in low paid shit jobs. Employers know 
this, wages will go down and conditions get worse. 

Employment Service staff, many of whom are presently threatened with 
redundancy are also bracing themselves for the inevitable rise in assaults 
and abuse. 

The JSA is about coercing, intimidating and harassing the unemployed 
and intimidating those with jobs not to step out of line. It is an attack on 
the entire working class - waged and unwaged.

Prison Survival Letter 


Writing to Prisoners 


Prison isolates people from the outside world. Besides visiting, writing is the most important thing you 
can do to help break down that isolation, so the prisoner does not feel forgotten. If you can’t think of 
much to write, just send a card wishing the well - it is the fact that you have bothered to write that 
matters. If you know a prisoner personally it is especially important to write, as obviously contact from 
old friends is valued. But this does not mean that if you are a stranger to the prisoner they won't 
appreciate your letter. Remember all letters to prisoners are opened and censored so don't write anything 
that could jeopardise future actions or someone's freedom. 

You must put a return address on the letter or the prison will not accept it, but do not expect a reply, as 
most prisoners are restricted to a limited numbers of letters they can send.

Ramona Africa was the only adult survivor of the 1985 FBI bombing of the MOVE commune in 
Philadelphia, visitedBritain in February. 

MOVE were a radical ecology group set up by black Philadelphians in 1971. They were persecuted by 
the authorities after protesting against police racism, animal abuse and environmental destruction. Events 
culminateed in when a joint FBI and police operation a bomb was dropped on thewir home. Police fired 
10 000 rounds of ammunition as people tried to flee the burning property. 

Ramona was seriously burnt in the massacre. For surviving, she was arrested for assault and sentenced to 
seven years in prison for “riot’’. She spoke in London, Oxford and Newbury about Mumia Abu Jamal and 
other MOVE prisoners still languishing in US jails. 

Mumia Abu Jamal is still on death row sentenced to death for a murder he did not commit. Mumia, 
former black panther, MOVE supporter and award winning journalist, is still waiting on the outcome of 
an appeal launched after his recent tay of execution (granted after worldwide protests). 

Mumia’s satement in response to the MOVE massacre and his own imprisonment is worth remembering: 
Don't mourn, Organise; pull together, unite, come together to resist this system's usurpation of your 
inherent and god given rights to freedom, clean air, uncontaminated earth, fresh water and uncontaminated 
gene pool 

MOVE started something - let’s finish it! Please write to Mumia and other MOVE prisoners.

Dear Friends 

Just read your excellent FIN and thought I’d write 
regarding ‘prison survival’. I got out of prison 
in 1993 and hope you don’t mind me making a 
few points. 

Preparation 

You cannot take phonecards, tobacco, cigarettes 
or matches in as they basically take everything 
you have off you when you go through reception. 
Radios 

You are allowed radios with FM and radio 
cassettes. 

Food 

You do not have to join the veggie/vegan society. 
When you go through reception, they should ask 
you if you are on diets. Tell them and they’ll put 
you on the veggie/vegan diet. 

When I was in I turned from veggie to vegan and 
they said that I couldn’t so I wrote to the Vegan 
Society and went on hunger strike. They put me 
on a vegan diet the same day. A couple of days 
later I got a letter from the Vegan Society saying 
that I did not have to join. The bastards don’t 
tell you or give your entitlements if they can get 
away with it. 

Wages 

Don’t work, it’s slave labour pure and simple. If 
everyone did not work the prison would grind to 
a halt and go bankrupt. Prisoners pay for their 
own incarceration through doing contract work 
and running the prison. Work wise, go on 
education the pay is £3-£4. 

Rule 43 

Don’t go on it. You’re jumping from the pan 
into the fire. You’d be a target for the rest of the 
prison. If they get hold of you, you’ll get slashed, 
stabbed etc. and as for being on Rule 43 I don’t 
think the prisoners on there are gonna be nicer 
etc. considering the crimes they’re in for. 

I hope it’s of some use to you. I can only speak 
for the prisons I was in and they all vary and a 
year and a half has passed since I was last in. 
Well that’s about it.

Local BNP Election Mayhem 
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Garry Marshall one of Kkkfay in Adfidd s re sident 
BNP members decided to stand in tbe May local 
elections this year. It seems dnt the local group 
was hard pushed to find a party member amongst 
them who didn't have a criminal record, and so 
selected Marshall who only had convictions for 
beating up his previous girlfrie - 
hypocritical considering they were standing on a 
‘law and order ticL lies the 

‘Ashfield Chad’ giving them a full front 
page advertisement several 
weeks before the elecnen. 
plans were afoot to try and 
build a successful public 
campaign. Local .Anti-fascist 
militants on the other hand had 
different ideas. 

A.F. A along with Alliance members 
made it their decision to occupy the 
BNP’s sales pitch in Kirkby precinct 
every week and leaflet local estates right 
up to the day of the election. This they did without 
problem and with great support from local people. 
The week before the election A.F.A received 
accurate information that the local fascists were 
to come out of their hiding holes and mount a 
leafleting around the Coxmoor estate (a place 
notoriously high in unemployment, and which 
previous councils had neglected). On the day in 
question A.F.A located BNP scouts on the high 
street, following them to the main body of 


leafletters. A.F.A quickly moved up to confront 
them. The BNP. seeing an angry crowd coming 
towards them, immediately took flight (local fascist 
Steve Bellshaw was reported to have been seen 
hightailing it up the road with a dirty brown stain 
on the back of his trousers). 

By this time, the police protection provided to the 
BNP suddenly woke up and rapidly intervened using 
mounted police and dog handlers. 
In the ensuing melee between 
A.F.A and the coppers one activist 
received serious dog bites to the 
leg and had to be taken to 
hospital. A.F.A were then ‘boxed 
in’ under heavy police guard 
while the fascists, visibly 
shaken, were allowed to finish 
their leafleting. (A thing worth noting 
is that while standing there preventing 
A.F.A getting at the fascists, local youths 
reportedly came out of their houses to hurl 
taunts and abuse at the coppers!). Leafleting over, 
the fascists were spirited away, and A.F.A. still under 
police guard were taken to the edge of the estate 
and released. 

Despite later attempts at locating the BNP again, 
they were nowhere to be found (obviously knowing 
what was good for them they up and legged it.) 
The aftermath of this saga is that the BNP scored a 
rather low count of just 96 votes. Still, some of us 
think that’s 96 too many.

What A.F.A is saying is that its all well and good 
waving a few placards and having a nice demo 
like the ANL but when you start getting petrol 
and death threats coming through your letterbox 
and the only response some middle class liberal 
gives you is to “write to your MP”. then such tactics 
seem ludicrous. 

Nottingham A.F.A have a good record of fighting 
fascism and racism. On a national level we have" 
joined with other A.F.A groups to provide security 
and assistance to marches that have put us in direct 
confrontation with fascists intending to attack them 
(Manchester's 'Bloody Sunday' march for 
instance). 

In Nottinghamshire, local militant anti-fascists were 
involved in combating the BNP's attempts at 
gaining a seat on the council in the Ashfield ward 
during the May elections (sec article elsewhere).

Earth First! Quarry Shutdown 


Earth First!’s national hit on Whatley Quarry in Somerset on 4th December, proved to 
be a resounding success. The superquarry, one of the largest in Europe looked like a 
demolition site by the time we left. 

At 5.30 a.m., 500 activists invaded the site, brushing aside the waiting security guards 
and police. All the CCTV security cameras on site mysteriously broke down almost 
immediately and people were on every piece of machinery within minutes. 

For many hours, the quarry resembled the film set of a Monty Python film, with 
protesters leading the authorities a merry dance along walkways 50 feet above the 
ground. The police and security bumbled along behind, babbling Criminal Justice 
Act Speak out of loud hailers. On investigation, much of the machinery on site was 
found to be damaged or faulty, it’s a wonder they get any work done at all. 

Whatley Quarry supplies aggregate for the governments road program. To date rock 
blasted from the Mendips have been used at Solsbury Hill and at Twyford Down. 
Amey Roadstone (ARC) who run the quarry want to double it in size, making a hole 
visible from space and swallowing 2/3 of the Mendip Hills. 

Earth First! shut down Whatley for 10 days, ensuring that ARC were forced to pay a 
more realistic price for Mendip stone. Not counting lost production, the cost of the 
action to the bad guys is put at £250 000.
